Resolved, by the Merchants Board 
of Trade of Bouth Ban Francisco, that 
we respectfully recommend, that the 
trustees of the city of Bouth Ban Fran¬ 
cisco make no change in the retail 
liquor ordinance of this city at pre¬ 
sent.

When he did not ar¬ 
rive Mrs. Bechtel, thinking that for 
some reason he had gone directly 
home, rushed back expecting to meet 
him, but was only met by the sad 
news, which had come before her, and 
which was gently broken to her by 
the Reverend M. J. Williams. In 
spite of the terrible and heart-breaking 
news she retained her self-control 
with great fortitude. 

Mr. Bechtel was only thirty-three 
years of age and leaves besides his 
wife, Laura Bechtel, a little daugh¬ 
ter, Marie.

Mrs. Helen Ring Robinson is the j 
first woman to he state senator and is 
the representative of the county and 
city of Denver in the Colorado state 
senate. 

Mrs. Robinson does not, however, 
like to be termed “senator,” nor does 
she wish any one to suppose for one 
minute that she has turned the Colo¬ 
rado state senate upside down. “Why 
shouldn’t a woman be in the legisla¬ 
ture?" is her answer to all questions 
pertaining to the oddity of her office. 
She discounts her accomplishments 
and refuses to acknowledge that main¬ 
ly through her efforts the minimum 
wage law and the educational reform 
bill were passed. 

“I introduced the minimum wage bill 
before the senate,” she said, “but I 
cannot and will not say that It passed 
through my efforts. Why, I was even 
too ignorant to draft the measure. I 
confess that if it hadn’t been for my 
masculine colleagues the bill could not 
have passed. 

“One thing I did work for with spe¬ 
cial zeal, however—namely, the ap¬ 
pointment of a woman to the commis¬ 
sion of three which investigated wages 
and the cost of living—and I was suc¬ 
cessful. The minimum wage law in 
its present form does not arbitrarily 
fix wages. Conditions govern the regu¬ 
lation of wages." 

The revision of the educational sys¬ 
tem which Mrs. Robinson fought for 
provides a six months’ term as the min- | 
imum length of a school term and a 
minimum salary of $50 for all teach- i 
ers. 

The woman senator is a Democrat 
in politics and was elected upon that 
ticket. Iler hardest fight, she says, was 
in the primaries. For years Mrs. Rob- ] 
iuson was a reporter on the Rocky 
Mountain News of Denver.

If she is forced 
to live In different circumstances for 
a time, where she cannot devote most 
of her time to preserving her complex¬ 
ion. she fades quickly, and all the hours 
spent In ensnaring youth are gone for 
nothing.

The 
change from the fresh country air and 
well aired houses to the ill ventilated 
and dingy prison cells was so great 
that It broke down their health. 


Lemon as Toilet Aid. 

The next time any one hands j - ou a 
lemon do not feel offended, but turn 
the laugh on your aggressor by accept¬ 
ing the lemon graciously and using it 
to improve or add beauty to your 
charms. 

If you are a blond you will find the 
lemon very useful when shampooing 
time comes around. After you have 
cleansed your liuLr with soap and wa¬ 
ter rub the strained lemon juice into 
the scalp and hair. It is necessary to 
rinse the hair well after this. The 
lemon will keep the hair light and 
make it fluffy.

Clothes Moth Easy to Kill. 

The moth that destroys clothing has 
been studied by the Pennsylvania di- I 
vision of zoology to such good purpose 
that Dr. Surface gives this advice 
about its destruction: 

“You can destroy the clothes moths 
by saturating with benzine or gaso¬ 
line the fabric which they infest. If 
you will dissolve a very slight propor¬ 
tion of corrosive sublimate in alcohol, 
using not more than one part by 
weight to 100 parts of water and pour 
or sprinkle this over a cloth it will : 
poison It and render it Immune to 
them. 

“Where clothes moths infest articles 
that can he spread and shaken it is a 
good plan to take thorn into the sun¬ 
shine in an open yard and whip them 
thoroughly with strong whips and air 
them well. If one cun place small arti¬ 
cles in an oven and watch the temper¬ 
ature that it does not get higher than 
something like 150 to 160 degrees he 
can kill this pest by heat. Where the 
articles are small enough to put them 
into a closed vessel a very excellent 
method is to put them into something 
that can be closed tightly and pour 
over them or set upon them a shallow 
pan containing the liquid known ns 
carbon bisulphide and let it stand and 
fumigate three or four hours or more. 
At least one pound of this should be 
used for each 100 cubic feet of space, 
and more will do no harm. Keep fire 
i away from it. ns it is explosive, the 
| same as the fumes of benzine or gnso- 
llne. 

"A barrel will do very well for this 
purpose, fastening over the top of It 
two or more sheets of oilcloth, holding 
it in place by a hoop placed outside. ! 
As a last resort for household pests 
we can fall back upon fumigation with 
hydrocyanic acid gas, which is certain 
to be effective If properly done, but 
which Is both expensive and some¬ 
what dangerous when used by careless 
persons.”

Protests from the chambers of com¬ 
merce throughout the length and 
breadth of California, from the wine 
manufacturers and from the grape- 
growers, have gone forward to Wash¬ 
ington during the last few days against 
the amendment to the tariff bill sub¬ 
mitted by Senator Pomerene of Ohio 
which would force manufacturers of 
sweet wane to pay a duty of $1.10 a 
gallon on brandy and spirits used to 
fortify their wines. Such a duty would 
mean the wiping out of the sweet-wine 
Industry in California, according to the 
manufacturers, for it would increase 
the cost of production 150 per cent. 
Eased on the production of sweet wine 
last year, this tax would amount to 
$7,000,000. 

“Congressman Julius Kahn tele¬ 
graphed us of this amendment last 
Tuesday,” said W. Hanson, vice-presi¬ 
dent and general manager of the Cali¬ 
fornia Wine Association, in discussing 
the campaign which had been started 
against the incorporation of the amend¬ 
ment into the tariff bill.

Whereas, on Tuesday, the 13th day of May, 
1913, said special election as called and speci¬ 
fied in said ordinance numbered No. (17 Hits 
duly and regularly held and conducted in all 
respects as required by law and by saiil or¬ 
dinance; and 

Whereas, at said election, the said proposi¬ 
tion lot incurring a bonded indebtedness and 
the issuing of bonds therefor for said proposi¬ 
tion as specified by said ordinance numbered 
No. 67 was duly and regularly submitted to 
the qualified voters of said City of South Sail 
Francisco in till respects as required by law, 
and the provisions of said ordinance calling 
said special election; and, 

W hereas, at said special election more than 
two-thirds (2-3) of the qualified voters of said 
City of South San Francisco voting at said 
special election, voted in favor of said propo¬ 
sition submitted to them, and accepted the same, j 
and thereby authorized the issue of bonds for 
sin It indebtedness as provided by said ordinance 
and by law; and. 

Whereas, all the votes cast at said spe¬ 
cial election were duly and properly cast and 
counted, anti tile returns thereof duly certified, 
made, canvassed and declared; and 

Whereas, the whole number of votes cast 
and the whole number of voters votirife at 
said special election was three hundred and 
three (30.3), of which number two hundred 
and fifty-five (255) voters voting and two hun¬ 
dred and fifty-live (255) votes were cast and 
given for and in favor of said proposition and 
accepting the same, said proposition being to 
incur a bonded indebtedness of Sixty-two Thou¬ 
sand Dollars ($62,000.00) in Gold Coin of the 
United States of America, for the object and 
purpose of acquiring, constructing and com¬ 
pleting hy the City of South Sail F'rancisco, a 
municipal corporation, a system of sewers, in 
eluding an outfall sewer, and acquiring the 
necessary rights of way for said outfall sewer, 
and forty-eight (48) voters voting and forty- 
eight (48) votes were cast and given against 
said proposition ami rejecting the same; and 

Whereas, said proposition having been duly 
accepted by the qualified voters of said City 


f South San Francisco, and said City of 
outh San F'rancisco has been, and is now, au¬ 
thorized and empowered to incur the aforesaid 
bonded indebtedness and the whole thereof;

Whereas, it is provided in said ordinance 
numbered No. 67 that, if at said special elec¬ 
tion two-thirds (2-3) of all the voters voting

San Francisco, that the name of said Treas¬ 
urer of the City of South San Francisco he 
printed or lithographed upon said coupons to 
he attached to each of said bonds, and that 
said printing and lithographing shall be taken 
to be the act and deed of the Treasurer of 
the City of South San Francisco thereto. 

Section 4. This ordinance shall be published 
once a week for two (2) weeks in “The En¬ 
terprise,” a weekly newspaper of general cir¬ 
culation printed, published and circulated one

Section 5. All ordinances and parts of or¬ 
dinances in conflict herewith are hereby re¬ 
pealed. 

Section 6. This ordinance shall go into ef¬ 
fect and he in full force and effect after thirtv 
(30) days from and after its final passage, 
adoption and approval.

RESOLUTION OF INTENTION NO. 7 


A Resolution of Intention of the Board 
of Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco Declaring Its Intention to 
Improve Grand Avenue from the East 
Line of Division Street to the East 
Line of Chestnut Avenue, Linden 
Avenue from the North Line of Baden 
Avenue to the South Line of Grand 
Avenue and from the North Line of 
Grand Avenue to the South Line of 
Miller Avenue, and Cypress Avenue 
from the North Line of Baden Ave¬ 
nue to the South Line of Grand Ave¬ 
nue and from the North Line of Grand 
Avenue to the South Line of Miller 
Avenue, and Declaring That Serial 
Bonds Shall Be Issued to Represent 
the Cost Thereof. 


Resolved, by the Board of Trustees of the 
City of South San Francisco, That public In¬ 
terest and convenience require, and that it 
Is the intention of the Board of Trustees of 
the City of South San F'rancisco to order the 
following street work to be done in said city, 
to-wit: 

That concrete gutters be constructed in 
that portion of Grand Avenue between the 
east line of Division Street and the east line 
of Spruce Avenue on both sides thereof; 
also on those portions of Linden Avenue and 
Cypress Avenue hereinafter mentioned, on 
both sides thereof; 

That that portion of Grand Avenue be¬ 
tween the east line of Division Street and 
the east line of Chestnut avenue, including 
all streets and intersections, but excepting 
such portions of such streets and intersec¬ 
tions of streets as are required by law to be 
kept in repair by any peraon or company 
having railroad tracks thereon, be regraded 
and paved for its full width from gutter to 
gutter, between the east line or Division 
Street and the east line of Spruce Avenue, 
and from curb to curb between the east 
line of Spruce Avenue and the east line of 
Chestnut avenue, with an asphaltic concrete 
pavement consisting of an asphaltic con¬ 
crete surface two (2) inches in thickness laid 
on a concrete foundation five (5) inches in 
thickness; that that portion of Linden Ave¬ 
nue between the north line of Baden Avenue 
and the south line of Grand Avenue and that 
portion of Linden Avenue between the north 
line of Grand Avenue and the south line of 
Miller Avenue and that portion of Cypress 
Avenue between the north line of Baden 
Avenue and the south line of Grand Avenue 
and that portion of Cypress Avenue be¬ 
tween the north line of Grand Avenue and 
the south line of Miller Avenue, including all 
intersections of streets and alleys, be regrad¬ 
ed and paved from gutter to gutter with an 
asphaltic concrete pavement consisting of 
an asphaltic concrete surface two (2) inches 
in thickness laid on a concrete foundation 
five (o) inches in thickness; 

That corrugated iron culverts, cast iron 
and concrete catch basins and inlets, and 
concrete jackets, bases,sides, lieadwalls and 
wlngwnllB for such culverts, catch basins 
and inlets bp constructed on each of said 
streets wherever khown on the plans and 
specifications heretofore adopted for said 
work; 

That concrete curbs be constructed In each 
of said streets on both sides thereof, except 
where such curbs have already been con¬ 
structed; that artificial stone sidewalks be 
constructed in each of said streets on both 
sides thereof, except where such sidewalks 
have already been constructed. 

All work herein provided for shall be done 
to official grade and in accordance with the 
special plans and specifications heretofore 
adopted by said Board of Trustees for doing 
said work and now on tile in the office of the 
City Clerk. 

The Board of Trustees, under the authori¬ 
ty conferred upon it by the provisions of 
that certain act of the Legislature of the 
State of California, approved April 7th, 
1911, and known as the “Improvement Act of 
1911,” determines and declares that serial 
bonds shall be Issued to represent the cost of 
said proposed improvements; said bonds 
shall be serial, extending over a period of 
nine ,9) years from the second day of Janu¬ 
ary next suceeding their date, and shall be 
issued to represent assessments of Twenty- 
five (25) Dollars or more remaining unpaid 
for thirty (80) days after the date of the 
warrant issued to the contractor, or five (5) 
days after the decision of said Board of 
Trustees on an appeal; an even annual pro¬ 
portion of the principal sum of each bond 
shall be payable, by coupon, on the second 
day of January of each year after its date 
and until the whole is paid, and interest shall 
be payable semi-annually by coupon on the 
second days of January and July, respective¬ 
ly, of each year at the rate of seven (7) per 
cent per annum on all sums unpaid until the 
whole of said principal and interest is paid 
and said bonds shall be issued in accordance 
with the provisions of said “Improvement 
Act of 1911.” 

“The Enterprise,” a weekly newspaper 
printed, published and circulated in the City 
of .South San F'rancisco, is hereby designated 
ns the newspaper in which this Resolution of 
Intention shall be published, and the City 
Clerk is hereby directed to cause this Resolu¬ 
tion of Intention to he published by two (2) 
insertions in said newspaper in the m aimer 
and form required by said “Improvement 
Act of 1911.” 

The Superintendent of Streets shall, Imme¬ 
diately, cause to be conspicuously posted 
along the lineol said contemplated work and 
Improvement and In front of all the prop¬ 
erty liable to he assessed, notices of the pass¬ 
age or this Resolution of Intention, in the 
manner and form required by said “Improve¬ 
ment Act of 1911.” 

All of the herein proposed work shall be 
done in pursuance of an Act of the Legisla¬ 
ture of the state of California, designated as 
the “Improvement Act of 1911,” approved 
April 7, 1911.

Grocer Finds Outlet For Goods Which 
Perish on His Hands. 

"It is of cardinal importance in my 
business," a groeeryman of tills city 
remarked, “to have an outlet for any 
oversupply of perishable goods. I$y this 
I mean an additional store which will 
take the vegetables that are left over 
and those not in perfect condition. 

“When I started in this business 1 
had but one store. Although I was 
a careful, conservative buyer in green 
goods I found that no matter how pru¬ 
dent and how calculating I might be 
many times great quantities of vege¬ 
tables remained unsold, eating up all 
the profits of the part which I had dis¬ 
posed of. Indeed, the loss on them 
often exceeded the profits on those sold. 

“I attempted to remedy tills by pur¬ 
chasing small quantities. But on nu¬ 
merous occasions I ran woefully short. 

“1 thought over several remedies, but 
they all had some shortcoming. At 
length 1 hit on a scheme which proved 
to lie feasible. It required a partner. 
I had little trouble in securing a practi¬ 
cal, Imrd worker. 

"Tlie next tiling was to get a paying 
store in a suitable location. My store 
was in a wealthy neighborhood, where 
only the perfect goods could be offered 
for sale. 

“I found a store that met my require¬ 
ments except thiit perhaps I could 
not make a large profit, but it prospers. 

“From the opening day my losses on 
wilted greens and leftover canned goods 
! with torn and stained labels ceased. 
| Now, whenever I have any of tills 
| sort of goods, I simply transfer It 
j to the second store, where it is sold 
j at a reduction.”—■Chicago Tribune.

ASSETJOHEALTH 

Bring Joy and Pleasure to Care¬ 
worn Men and Women. 

MANY PROVE PROFITABLE. 


Cultivated Plots Furnish Ideal Place to 
Bring Up Children—Makes Them 
Stronger Physically and More Intelli¬ 
gent—Exercise of the Best Sort. 

Home, farm and garden—three words 
which touch every chord of the human 
heart. Farming has brought joy and 
health to many careworn men and wo¬ 
men who have lost their health in a 
vain effort to keep the pace with the 
ever rushing tide of commercial life in 
great cities, says the Chicago Tribune. 

If everybody who is advised to do so 
were to go to the farm the cities would 
soon be greatly depopulated and the 
country districts turned Into a verita¬ 
ble garden city. Since this, for one 
reason or another, is not at all likely 
the next best tiling for the city man 
to do is to bring the farm to the city. 
This lie can do by buying a hoe, rake, 
spade, shovel and fork and using them 
to convert his back yard or nearby va¬ 
cant lots into gardens. 

Farming in the city can lie made 
practicable and profitable. It can be 
converted into a moral and an econom¬ 
ic force. It can be made a potential 
factor in preserving practical sanitary 
conditions in and about the homes in 
the cities, especially the homes in the 
poorer sections. 

It can be used to raise the social and 
ethical standards of a community, 



care for as soon as his day’s work is 
over he hurries home, dons his garden 
clothes and spends his spare moments 
working among his beds of vegetables 
and flowers. After his evening meal 
nothing is more ideal than to spend the 
twilight hours roaming among his 
flowers. 

To utilize effectively and efficiently 
the back yard and vacant lots for gar¬ 
dening purposes, it is all important 
that proper regard for garden plan¬ 
ning should be had. 

It is just as necessary that the plans 
when once adopted should be careful¬ 
ly followed. Nothing succeeds without 
regard to order, and especially is this 
true with regard to successful farm¬ 
ing Gardening is nothing but farm¬ 
ing on a small scale. 

YEAR BOOK SHOWS GREAT 
DAMAGE CAUSED BY FLIES 

Government Publication Arouses Pub¬ 
lic to Destroy Breeding Places. 

Flies of every species and the annoy¬ 
ances they cause man and beast as 
well as their capacities for spreading 
disease are described in detail in the 
year book of the department of agri¬ 
culture. 

Horseflies, gadflies and earflies. the 
botfly, the hornfly, the housefly and 
the stable fly have been made the sub¬ 
ject of careful study by the department 
of agriculture experts and are certain 
to be more feared by citizens when the 
damage which they are capable of caus¬ 
ing is better understood and appreciat¬ 
ed by the public. 

To the group of insects known as 
horseflies, gadflies and earflies is at¬ 
tributed the transmission of certain 
blood diseases of live stock. Among 
the most important of these is the 
deadly disease known as anthrax. 

Botflies burrow into the flesh of 
horses and cattle, while the hornfly. 
one of the most injurious insects in the 
country, also confines its attack princi¬ 
pally to live stock. The losses sustain¬ 
ed are entirely due to tlie worriment 
and irritation produced by the bites of 
the fly and by extraction of blood. 

The stable fly, a close relative of the 
housefly, is distinguished from the lat¬ 
ter by its prominent piercing mouth 
parts. All animals. Including man, are 
attacked by this insect. 

The best way lo prevent the stable- 
fly, the government authorities point 
out, is to destroy the breeding places 
of the insects. Refuse should not be 
allowed to collect in stables, while 
structures in which horses and cows 
are housed should bo screened the same 
as dwe'U'fgs, it is stilted.

nest interest in social betterment. 

It increases the value of real estate, 
strengthens home ties and stimulates 
civic pride. 

When It is desired to farm vacant 
lots or convert back yards and back 
lots into gardens it is necessary to keep 
them free from garbage, tin cans, etc. 
This materially adds to the standards 
of a community. 

It lessens the breeding places of dis¬ 
ease carrying vermin. Tin cans, when 
lying about such localities, usually 
contain more or less w ater. They fur¬ 
nish an ideal breeding place for the 
mosquito. 

No disease disturbs physical efficien¬ 
cy more than malaria. Get rid of tin 
cans in the back yard and vacant lot 
and you have removed a great and 
common source of malaria. 

It seems that every one must‘realize 
tlie influence for good which such an 
institution exercises. It stimulates 
bonds of friendly interest between 
neighbors by showing them that they 
have a common cause. It stimulates 
back yard conversation among neigh¬ 
bors over line fences, thereby break¬ 
ing down and completely annihilating 
otherwise useless and chilly conveu- !

Measures Thought to Have 
Been Signed Lost 

Calaveras, Mono, Lake and Plumas 
county government hills passed by the ; 
last Legislature and thought to have 
been signed by Governor Johnson 
along with thirty-five other county j 
government bills, have been discov- : 
ered to be minus the executive signa-! 
ture. Through carelessness or inad- j 
vertance, the bills were taken into 
the Secretary of State’s office the last 
night the Governor had to sign bills 
and were chaptered as having been 
signed. When James Cremin, statis¬ 
tician in the office, checked over the ; 
chaptered bills, he found the four 
county government bills had not been 
signed. It was the error which led to 
the report that 70.3 bills had received 
executive approval. The four county I 
government bills were thrown out and 
others were rechaptered, reducing the 
number signed to 699. The measures 
which the Governor thought he had 
signed and did not were Assembly 
bills Nos. 736, 689, 1900 and 550.

PRESIDENT ACCEPTS 
M’NAB’S RESIGNATION 

Wilson Exonerates Attorney- 

General McReynolds 

— 

The sensational scandal in w'hich j 
the Wilson administration finds itself 
as the result of the attempt of Attor¬ 
ney-General McRevnolds to delay the 
course of justice in the Diggs-Camin- 
etti white slave prosecutions and 
prosecutions of Robert Bruce and Sid¬ 
ney V. Smith, directors of the West¬ 
ern Fuel Company, has created an up¬ 
roar in Washington. Recent devel¬ 
opments in the case included: 

Issuance by President Wilson of a 
statement, accompanied by corre¬ 
spondence between McNab and Me- 
Reynolds, and the President and Me- 
Reynolds, in which the President com¬ 
pletely whitewashes the Attorney-Gen¬ 
eral and exonerates him from all 
blame, stating that he, the President, 
“heartily approves” of McReynolds’ 
course in the case. 

Acceptance by the President by tele-1 
graph of McNab’s resignation, in which 
Wilson scored McNab for his attack 
on McReynolds. 

Selection of special counsel to pro¬ 
ceed with the Diggs-Caminetti and 
■Western Fuel Company prosecutions. 

Receipt by the President of nearly 
a hundred telegrams from Califor¬ 
nians protesting against any delay in 
the prosecutions. 

McNab’s second attack on the ad¬ 
ministration of the Department of Jus¬ 
tice; declaring that bail had been im¬ 
properly and in violation of the stat¬ 
utes ordered in the cases of six women 
in San Francisco. Assistant Attorney- 
General Harr is charged by McNab 
with direct responsibility for ordering 
that the women be admitted to bail 
when they already had been ordered 
deported. Harr has assumed responsi¬ 
bility for ordering the delay in the 
Bruce and Smith prosecutions. 

John L. McNab is in receipt of hun¬ 
dreds of letters and telegrams since 
he resigned the office of United States 
Attorney in protest against the action 
of Attorney-General McReynolds in or¬ 
dering a long postponement of the 
white slave cases against Frank Drew 
Caminetti and Maury I. Diggs, and an j 
indefinite postponement of the trials j 
of Robert Bruce and Sydney V. Smith, I 
under indictment w ith other officials j 
of the Western Fuel Company upon 
charges of having defrauded the Gov¬ 
ernment in the sale of coal. The let¬ 
ters and telegrams have come to Mc¬ 
Nab from all portions of California, 
and they are unanimous in denounc¬ 
ing the action of the Attorney-General j 
and in upholding the action of Me- j 
Nab.

Mrs. Helen Gould Shepard has writ¬ 
ten a letter of thanks to the 23,500 
enlisted men of the United States j 
army who recently presented to her j 
a gold and silver vase costing $2350, j 
to which the soldiers contributed ten i 
cents each. 

Clyde Stratton, the convict who es- j 
caped from the Federal Prison at Fort j 
Leavenworth by going through a sew- | 
er, was found guilty of the murder of 
J. L. Crowder, a banker of Silvis, Ill., j 
and punishment was fixed at fourteen i 
years in Joliet Penitentiary by a jury ,j 
in the Circuit Court, after being out 
forty-two hours. 

M. B. Downing, general traffic sup¬ 
erintendent of the Bell Telephone j 
Company at St. Louis, issued a state¬ 
ment to the striking operators, in I 
which he said that their places would 
remain open to them for a reasonable 
time; that if they persisted in the 
strike they would forfeit their pension 
and insurance benefits. 

One hundred and twelve tourists 
sailed on the steamship Jefferson from 
Seattle on the first leg of an 8000-mile 
tour of Alaska under the direction of 
the Seattle Chamber of Commerce. 
The tour, which will require thirty-two 
days, is not a trade excursion, but was 
arranged by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce to acquaint the people of the 
country with the conditions in the 
no: th.

A thousand members of the crew 
of the giant liner Imperator, now in 
Hoboken, N. J., held a mass meeting 
and adopted resolutions denouncing 
working conditions on the vessel, de¬ 
manding better food, better sleeping 
accommodations and a nine-hour day. 
The protestants include stewards, 
pantry cooks, coal trimmers and fire¬ 



men. Spea'kers who exhorted them 
said that the men had been “treated 
like pigs,” poorly fed and overworked. 


Two members of the eight-oared 
crew of the University of Washing¬ 
ton, which rowed third in the Pough¬ 
keepsie regatta, were kept in igno¬ 
rance three weeks of the drowning of 
their brother. The oarsmen were Ed 
and Elmer Leader, twins, who pulled 
No. 2 and 3 oars in the race. Their 
brother, Arthur Leader, was drowned 
while swimming at Rosa, Wash., June 
3rd, but the twins were not told of his 
death because it was feared the news 
would unnerve them for the race. 

The victim of a most atrocious act, 
Joseph de Fine, an eighteen-year-old 
employee of a talking machine plant 
at Camden, N. J., died in an ambulance 
that was taking him to the hospital. 
Two boys, one 17 and the other 16, 
now under arrest, have admitted to 
the police that without realizing what 
would be the consequences of their act, 
they persuaded De Fine to put the tube 
of a compressed air machine into his 
mouth and then turned on the air full 
and violently into the lad’s body, rup¬ 
turing his stomach and intestines. 

State Department officials declare 
that any impression in St. Petersburg 
that President Wilson had declined to 
negotiate a new commercial treaty 
with Russia unless it contained a pass 
port provision for American Jews, 
must have been gained from diplo¬ 
matic exchanges in the closing days 
of the Taft administration. It was 
pointed out that the present adminis 
tration has not had any negotiations 
with Russia. Diplomatists at Wash 
ington understand the attitude of the 
Russian Government to be that inas 
much as the United States terminated 
the treatey in 1832, any overtures foi 
a new convention must come from 
Washington. 

It. is probable that on the arrival in 
Rome of Porter Charlton, the young 
American who killed his wife, who was 
a native of San Francisco, and threw 
her body into Lake Como, some two 
years ago, he will he examined by 
medical experts. If they declare him 
insane he can easily he sent to Amer¬ 
ica and placed in an asylum there. 
The Italian Government is apt to he 
ready to consent to this, as it is said 
there are now 50,000 insane Italians in 
American asylums as compared with 
100 American citizens in Italian insti¬ 
tutions. The question as to whether 
or not the Italian Government would 
pay for the difference in the number be-! 
tween Italians in American institutions, 
and Americans in Italian asylums has i 
been in abeyance for years and the 
Italian Government does not wish to 
raise it again. 

J. T. Hoops, a farmer residing near i 
Holdman, twenty-five miles north of I 
Pendleton, Ore., telegraphed an appeal 
to Washington for Government aid in 
fighting jack rabbits that have infest- : 
ed the central part of Umatilla County i 
and are doing serious damage to grow¬ 
ing wheat and rye. Owing to the State 
bounty on coyotes, the coyotes have 
been practically exterminated, and ow¬ 
ing to the disappearance of their nat¬ 
ural enemies, the jack rabbits have 
multiplied in serious proportions. Poi¬ 
soning, trapping, shooting, dogs and 
all other methods of attacking these 
pests have had little effect. Hoops 
claims that in one instance a section 
of grain land fifteen miles long and 
twelve miles wide has been eaten 
clean by the rabbits. Hoops wfll urge 
the Government to send agents to in¬ 
oculate captive rabbits with the ba/i 
cilli of a disease fatal to these rod&r 


known as “rabbit distemper,” with the 
expectation that those inoculated, 
turned loose, will infect all others that 
they come in contact with.
